There  was  a  prevailing  impression  at  the 
time  that  he  was  possessed  of  conoid erar 
ble  means  and  that  he  was  dealing 
unjustly  with  his  creditors.  His  subse¬ 
quent  career,  and  his  poor  financial 
circumstances  at  the  time  of  his  death  all 
tend  to  disprove  this. 

—Freeholder  William  Cadmus  takes  ex¬ 
ceptions  to  the  statements  made  in  the 
article  that  appeared  in  this  paper  last 
week  relating  to  the  controversy  over  the 
ditch  on  Mr.  Harvey’s  property.

He  w  11 
prepare  a  reply  lo  the  points  set  forth  In 
the  affidavits  when  the  case  will  again  e 
brought  up.

— The  action  of  C.  F.  A.  Hendricks  in 
causing  the  contents  of  teveral  outhouses 
to  be  dumped  in  a  hole  dug  in  close  prox¬ 
imity  to  the  Myrtle  street  sidewalk  has 
Feen  severely  commented  upon  by  rrei- 
dents  of  the  neighborhood. 

-Mr.  Dewitt  Clinton,  a  resident  of  Wee- 
cott  street.  Fast  Orange,  received  nolice 
from  the  Orphan's  Court  last  week  that 
he  must  vacate  the  premises  occupied  Fy 
him  within  4N  hours  from  receipt  ol  notice. 
Mr.  Clinton  it  Is  asserted  held  the 
premises  in  trust  for  his  son,  Dewitt 
Clinton,  Jr^the  child  of  his  second  wife. 
The  Orange  Savings  Bank  held  a  mort¬ 
gage  of  $2,3tK)  on  the  proporty,  the  inter 
est  of  which  Mr.  Clinton  neglected  to  pay. 

1  he  taxes  on  the  estate  were  also  unpaid. 
Friends  of  the  boy  consulted  with  the 
Bank  officials  and  in  order  to'  save 
something  for  him  it  was  decided  to  oust 
Mr.  Clinton  from  the  property,  which  was 
done  and  he  has  removed  to  Pompthn. 

— The  elevation  of  Orange  street  and 
the  track  of  the  Erie  Orange  Branch  rail¬ 
way,  both  being  considerable  alove  the 
level  of  Lawrence  street,  a  basin  is  made 
of  a  portion  of  that  street  in  which  a  large 
amount  of  Burface  water  accumulates 
after  every  heavy  rain  storm.  A  request 
was  made  that  the  Township  authorities 
drain  this  water  through  the  property  of 
Mr.  Lawrence  to  the  branch  of  Second 
river  that  Hows  through  the  neighborhood. 
The  authorities  replied  that  they  had  no 
power  to  run  this  water  through  Mr.  Law¬ 
rence’s  property.  A  ditch  has  been  in 
existence  at  least  thirty  years  for  the 
disposal  of  this  water.  The  Town  au¬ 
thorities  built  culverts  to  conform  with 
the  ditch.  It  is  claimed  that  if  they  have 
no  power  to  run  the  water  through  Mr. 
Lawrence’s  property,  the  building  of  the 
culverts  was  a  blundering  piece  of  stupid¬ 
ity.  The  proper  remedy  for  this  matter 
it  is  urged  Is  to  follow  the  plan  pursued 
by  the  East  Orange  authorities  on  an  ad¬ 
joining  parallel  street,  begin  and  fill  up 
the  street  from  the  railroad  west  and 
drain  the  water  to  Orange  street  wriere  it 
will  meet  with  an  engineering  blunder  at 

the  junction  of  Watsessing  avenue  and 
Dodd  street  and  be  returned  to  Lawrence 
street.  The  County  Road  Board  have 
had  their  attention  repeatedly  called  to  a 
culvert  on  Cooper  street  in  which  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  similar  nature  is  involved.  The 
wretched  condition  of  these  culverts  and 
ditches  is  a  matter  of  much  importance, 
the  health  of  the  residents  in  the 
neighborhood  is  endangered. 


Township  Committee. 

%  Mesj-rs.  Farrand  and  Freeman  were  ab¬ 
sent  from  their  customary  seats  in  the 
Committee  room  on  Wednesday  night. 
The  transaction  of  business  devolved  up¬ 
on  Messrs.  Oakes,  Dodd  and  Cook.  Con¬ 
tractor  McDowell  presented  his  bill  for 
work  done  on  Montgomery  street  and 
Washington  avenue.  He  was  granted  win 
order  for  $500  In  part  payment.  A  bill 
from  D.  S.  Benedict  A  Company  amount¬ 
ing  to  $« *00.25  for  hose,  lanterns  and  a  hy¬ 
drant  tester  furnished  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  was  ordered  paid.  The  lease  of  the 
Phoenix  Hose  Company’s  building  for  the 
ensuing  year  was  signed.  The  quarterly 
rent  bill  for  the  same,  amounting  to  $37.- 
50,  was  ordered  paid.  E.  8.  Wiide  was 
allowed  $49.87,  half  of  the  expense  incur¬ 
red  In  laying  flag  sidewalk  In  front  of  his 
property.  Sidewalk  petitions  were  receiv¬ 
ed  from  Mr.  Arazi  Dodd  for  a  flag  side¬ 
walk  on  the  eastjside  of  State  street ;  from 
Halsey  M.  Barrett  for  the  east  side  of 
State  street,  and  from  N.  H.  Dodd  on 
Henry-  street.  Mr.  F.  R.  Pilch  presented 
a  petition  signed  by  property  owners  re¬ 
questing  the  Township  Committee  to  have 
repaired  cleaned  out  and  widened  the  cul¬ 
verts  under  Lawrence  and  Harlow  streets, 
and  a  ditch  carrying  the  water  Into  a 
brauch  of  Second  River.  The  ditch  referr¬ 
ed  to  is  said  to  have  been  In  existence  at 
least  thirty  years  snd  served  as  a  drain 
for  a  large  section  of  country.  '1  he  mat¬ 
ter  was  referred  to  the  Road  Comniitteo. 

Messrs.  Elias  Osborne  and  Richard 
Stoat,  representing  the  trustees  of  the 
Baptist  Church,  informed  the  Committee 
that  the  trustees  would  defray  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  curbing  the  sidewalk  extending 
along  the  line  of  the  church  property  on 
Washington  avenue  if  the  Committee 
would  extend  the  macadam  from  the  cen¬ 
tre  to  the  curb.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Road  Committee. 

The  East  Orange  W^ter  Company  came 
In  for  a  large  share  of  criticism  occasion¬ 
ed  by  numerous  complaints  from  consum¬ 
ers  and  a  report  of  the  result  of  a  hydrant 
test  made  by  Chief  Engineer  Johnson.  A 
bill  amounting  to  $3,240  from  the  Water 
Company  is  before  the  Committee.  The 
township  is  now  paying  for  108  hydrants. 
The  report  showed  that  some  of  these  hy¬ 
dra  nta  were  practically  useless,  and  the 
opinion  was  expressed  that  the  Company 
ought  not  to  be  paid  for  them.  The  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  the  Fire  Department  dopends 
upon  an  adequate  water  s  pply.  Reason¬ 
able  Insurance  rates  were  secured  upon  a 
representation  that  the  town  was  well  sup¬ 
plied  with  protection  against  disastrous 
fires.  A  bountiful  supply  of  good  water 
was  one  of  the  Inducements  held  forth  to 
persons  seeking  building  sites  in  the  town. 
The  Company  contracted  to  furnish  a  suf¬ 
ficient  supply.  The  test  demonstrated 
that  they  were  not  keeping  to  their  con 


tract.  The  Clark  was  ln»tnjct*d  to  noti¬ 
fy  the  Water  Company  officials  that  the 
Committee  Would  be  pleased  to  meet  a 
representative  of  the  Company  at  the  next 
meeting  and  -Ha*  uxe  this  matter

The  rates  in  each  district  are  higher 
than  last  year,  aijii  for  the  information  of
